RANDOLPHIANA—No. IV. 

Mr. Randolph was aa aiagular in hia dresa' 
wbilat in London aa he used to be at Waah- 
ington, aod.^benever we walked the streets 
tocher, the people would turn about and 
stare at him with aslooiabmenl; butstfaia oev 
or seemed (o oOend him; on the eonlrsry.ir 
he got upon an iiiteresthig topic of couvfsna- 
(km, he would aoinetiffles stop in any place, 
no matter bow public, until he delivered .one 
gf bis 'extemporaneous dashes,' as i used to 
iChrt'theDS, and lliKm wsJk quietly on, wiibnut 
paying the least regani ■ to the shrugs of the 
passing strangers. Although it was hia first- 
visit to the metropolis, yet be {rottessed a tho¬ 
rough knoivlMga-xf all Ibe slreels, lanes, al¬ 
leys. &c.; and wEen we bad any great dit 
tance to walk, he used to take all the short 
cuts through by-lanes, &c. which 1 badiuppo 
aed were only known to a Londoner. 

One meruing we set out together to pay a 
visit to Mha Edgeworth, and he was to be the 
guide. He began to tell me some very inter¬ 
esting anecdotes, and i listened without |»ay- 
ing any attention to the atreeta we were trav¬ 
ersing. At length, alter about an hour's walk¬ 
ing, I just asked him bow much farther we 
bad to go; he suddenly Stopped and looking 
around him exclaimed, 'Why, really Bir, we 
'have been so very agreeably emnloyed 1 per 
'ceive we have gone about a mile out of our 
'way; but no matter, exercise ia good fur 
'young men!’ We immediately retraced our 
Steps; but when we arrived at Miss Edge- 
worth’s lodging's, had the mialortune to find 
that she had left town only 'two houri before 
'for Irelandt 'Delays are dangerous,’ said 
'Randolph; we should have come here yesler- 
'day, agreeably to my intention.’ 

Afier apebding four weeks vary delightriilly 
in London, I was obliged to return (o freUnJ, 
and parted with much regret from Mr. Ran 
dolph, whom I did not see until niy return to 
America in 1835. 

I arrived here from Europe in May, 1833, 
dnring (he Long Island Races, but was nut 
tempted to attend them, even by (be great at¬ 
traction of Eclipse sod Henry, who were then 
to contend for (be grand prise. I was glad to 
find Mr. Randolph in town, and called upon 
him at Mrs. Bradisb’a. lit gave me a most 
■musing description ef the Race Course, but 
contended that (he Race would have been won 
by Henry, liad be not'been frightened by (he 
immense crowd, who rather encroached upon 
tbe ground. Not being a sportsroau, 1 w.at un¬ 
able to defend 'Eclipse,' which I (bought of 
very little consequence, inasmuch ns be had 
won the race—pretty good 'pnms faciie tvi- 
dence’in hit favoi! After the termination of 
this great race, when (he crowd were loudly 
applauding the tucccMful rider—Purdy—Mr. 
Randolph,who had just before expreisod grrat 
confidence in 'Henry,' gave vent to hit disap 
pointment by exclairaiog' to (he gentlemen a 
round him—'It it a lucky tblhg (hat (be Pres 
'ideni of the United Stales U|not elected by 
'oeelamafton, otherwise ^Ir. Pxity would be 
‘our next (Msident beyond a dpubt’l 

He Bpeiijx night wiih Rufus King at Jamai¬ 
ca, and ondilwretum to town (he next-morn¬ 
ing he aaid (o^me—*Ah,' Sir, only for that uit- 
‘fortunate-vote on the Missouri question—he 
•it Um ibae ef my efaoiee, the genuin* 
'gentleman of the Old School—^just (he riglit 
‘man. Sir, for these degenera e tiroes—but 
Missouri bat destroyed his chance for ever!’ 

In the spring of 1834, 1 received a letter 
from him requesting me to eogat:e passage fur 
himaelfand his faithful roan John on board 
the Liverpool packet of I6lh May. He reach¬ 
ed town (he day before the vessel sailed, and 
I had a busy day svith him. At night I told 
him that I would call upon him (he next mor¬ 
ning at half past 9 o'clock, and I begged of 
him to have all his luggage, &c. in readiness 
to be taken down to the steamboat which 
would start for (he ship precisely at 10 o'clock. 

Next morning 1 accordingly called on him 
at Bunker's, expecting to find liim in perfect 
readiness; but wbat was roy astonishment up 
on entering his room, to see him in bit dress¬ 
ing gown, writing a letter, with a large Bible 
open beforahiro, and John oa the floor most 
busily engaged unpacking a (runki ‘What in 
'the world it the matter, Mr. Kandolnh?' ex¬ 
claimed 1. Do you know that it is afmMtt 10 
‘o’clock, and the steamboat never waits a mi- 
‘nute for any peraoii?’ ‘I cannot help it Sir,' 
‘replM he; *1 am all confuted (bit morning; 
‘I am just writing a farewell letter to my con- 
'stilueu(i,and would you believe it. Sir, 1 have 
'forgotten (he exact words of a quotation from 
‘the Bible which I mutt use; and as you know 
I always quote correctly, i cannot go on till 1 
‘find it. I never was at fault before.’ ‘Wbat 
‘la the quotation,' I asked; perhaps I can as 
‘list you, for time it precious.’ ‘Wby,’ said 
‘be, 'it begins ‘How have! loved (bee,oh Ja- 
‘cob’—but for the life of me I cannot remero 
‘ber the other words. Here, you take the Bi- 
‘ble and look over it, whilst I finish Ibe rest of 
‘the letter.' 'My dear Sir,’ replied I, ‘you 
'cannot wait to do Ibis, but let us lake letter, 
'BiUe and all on board- Ibe boat, where you 
'will have ample lime to complete your quo 
'tation before we reach the ship.' To tbit be 
agreed after tome (leiitslion; and (ben he iiid- 
‘denly said,‘WelLSir, I will not take John 
•with me, and you must got back his passage 
'monev!' ‘Not take John with you’ I exclaim 
‘ed; why Ibis it folly; only recollect how much 
•you auffered last voyage for want orhitn!' — 
'Sir I have derided; the question is no longer 
‘open to discussion. John bat disobliged me 
'—he hat beeome spoiled by yourjm blacks, 
•and 1 don’t want to have to lake care of him. 
Then turning to poor John, who was much 
distressed, he gave him a long list of instruc¬ 
tions as to his Juumey hack to Virginia; and 
when he had just concinded, he said to him 
‘Now John, you have beard my commands— 
‘but you ne^ not obey them. When you get 
•to Philadelphia, call on tlte Manumission Bo 
.‘ciely, and they will make you/res, and I thall 
‘not look aftrr you!’ This waa too much for 
poor John, who replied in luuoh agitation—' 
'Master John, this is too bard—you know' ‘I 
love you—and you koow you find mo at Roa 
noke 'when you come backt’ 

I really felt indignant, and eaid—‘Well 
‘Mr. Ramlolpb, I rould not have believed this: 
‘I thought you had more compattion. Surely

common necessaries of (he next; to see that 
which was once the peculiuro of the wealthy, 
hy (he magic of man's productive skill, bre't 
wilbin the reach of every industrious laborer. 
Theta things are pleasant to he thought pf; 
and they mike the heart of Ibe palrioiie man 
glad when ho reflects (hat they belong to bit 
country; (liey make the heart of the religious 
man thankful, when he remembers them as tha 
bletsioga of Providence: they spread eheer- 
fulneta and content,—the : idlest of earthier 
blessings,—over Ihe whole people: (hey enli¬ 
ven Ibe carol of the ploughman, —they brace 
the sinews of labor, and rob toil of its fatigue:

GREECE. 

A private letter from Syra, dated May 3d, 
states that'“Ihe Kcgciicy of Greece conluiue* 

Ihe urgHnixalioii of the cooiilry by Ordoriian- 
res, one of wrhich enjoining all Greeks, ivilhnul 
cxerption, to take an oalli of fidelity to King 
Otbo and the laws, under Ihe penally on re 
fiital of being considered at foreigners, has 
excited general discontent,'and in some pla 
CCS ha* been openly resisteil. A* Ihe King 
does not show any di«|iosition to convoke a Na¬ 
tional Congress, many Greeks have preferred 
losing their equ'alily as such, to blind submis¬ 
sion to the arbilmiy iiticis of Iho Regen¬ 
cy. There has been great difficulty in effecting 
the dissclution of llie army and the militia.— 

The troops insisted upon the payment of (lie 
arrears due to tliem since the death of Count 
CajKi d'Istrias, and were only appeased on 
being assured that they should be paid out of 
the lirst money received by the goremmunt. 

One of the greatest errors of the Regency, is 
its continuing Ihe staleof the proviioire, though, 
it is true, it encourages the ex|>eclalion that a 
free Constitution will be granted by the King, 
as soon as he becomes ofuge.”

The honest Dutch firmness 
of William of Holland, hat, it would seem, at 
length jranqultbed the High eontrseting Non¬ 
intervention Power* with their army of Proto¬ 
cols, and driven them from the strong ground 
ofthe Convention of October 193‘i- Th® ’ij 
dependence of Belgium remains unacknowl¬ 
edged by the King of Holland, and a aellle- 
menl ha* been patched up, (hat leaves all Ibe 
material points of collision Just where tbev 
were, ft is evident that the arrangement is 
but temporary, and that both parties only wait 
a more favorable crisis to the dispute. 

T be fraternal war between Don Pedro and 
Don Miguel still continue*. It is a war of old 
women, who can do little elm than scold and 
scratch eaeb other: ooe of (hose wars which 
may last furerer, liecante there is neither the 
means, nor Ibu energies to use Ihetn, which 
are essential to a final issue.

Then is in fact no proof that he is either 
one or tbehlher, for if we believe all the Eng¬ 
lish prcM My* of Don Miguel, we have no 
'right to complain, if other nations befievo all 
it says of us. Whoever has (lie legitimate 
right, whether little Donna Maria or Miguel Jt 
is evident the Portuguese nation it in favor of 
the latter, and that is a sufficient claim in (he 
estimation of republican*. 

T*be Despotisms of Germany and Prussia 
seem to be perpetually stretched on Ihe rack 
of fear. The breach of faith they committed 
in denyingtbeir people in the flush of success, 
what they solemnly promised, when they call¬ 
ed upon tliem to res'ist (he power of Napoleon 
—namely, a representative Governiuent,—has 
brought with it it* own reward, in its own con¬ 
sequences. On one hand, it has produced in¬ 
dignation and disaffection; on the other, per¬ 
petual Jealousies and perpetual apprehension. 
The people cannot forget that it is to them, 
the Emperor owes the preservation of bit Im¬ 
perial, the Prussian hu Kingly crown, and 
the latter cannot feel ihemtefvet tiife under 
the consciousness of s breach of fsilb, which 
has entailed upon them (he ill will of their 
people. Evei 7 thing and every boily hat be¬ 
come an object of fear. The public semina 
riet of learning are watched with unrelenting 
jeolousy, und the acquisition of Knowledge is 
deprecated as the inevitable forerunner of (he 
downfsll of their power. What a satire on 
Iheie old dectyed relics of ancient stupidity, 
that they should fear (be dissemination of (hat 
intelligence which, in (he United Btates, is 
hailed as the best, the only sure support of the 
Government! Yet (he advocates of King* af¬ 
fect to confound repablicanUm with tgoorance 
and barbarity! 

In erery part of Europe, indeed, we see 
rulsr* afraid of nothing so much a* of their own 
(icople; while here in this free country they 
are looked up to as its only support The 
despots of slates and emnir j^ _in th at ou 
orihb gtohe; tremble at an asieinblage or the 
people, whether at fetes, at religious festivals, 
at fairs, at weddings or at funerals, as the sig¬ 
nal for insurrection and bloodsh^. Their 
immense armies, which eat out the subtUnce 
of the slate, are kept up nut to resist foreign 
aggression, qy msintain (he right* of the nation, 
but to watch (he people si home and secure 
allegianee at the point of Hie bayonet, in 
short, uothiug can be more erideni, than (hat 
without (he aid of great standing armies, not 
one of these redoubtable rellque* of barbarism, 
that call themselves legitimate governments, 
could exist for an hour. In (his age ofintel. 
ligenee, foree alone can maintain what was 
ociginallv acquired by force. 

'Pho slate'of France present* a great deal to 
laugh at, and something to admire. I'lie late 
“glorious revolution of the Three Days" ap 
pears to please nobody, and yet nobody seems 
sUroag enough to overturn it. I'here is much 
talent in (be Chamber of Deputies, and a vast 
deal in (he newspapers, which far exeeed the 
English in profound and eloquent discussion. 
—But no (wo Wtheoi' agree; and (he good 
people of France are every day confounded 
with such contradictory sp<wulations,(hsl they 
are said to believe in nothing at present, but 
Ibe iramaeulate conception of Ibe Ouches* of 
Berry.
